Germany Unrepentant Our Natural Resources 


Bishop Cannon, After Visit, Says The 
Peace Treaty Should be

In a long letter to the London 
Times, Bishop James Cannon, junior, 
states that during the last month he 
has visited Germany and other con- 
tinental countries, and has arrived at 
the following conclusions:

"Wonders of Wireless 


But Mars Declines to Talk to This 
Planet ’ 

The message from Mars, for which 
Dr. Fredcrick H. Millener, noted sci- 
entist in wireless, searched inter-stel- 
lar space from giant receiving 
plant near Omaha, Nebraska, did not 
materialize. If there were such a 
message passing through the ether 
for the fifty millions: of miles which 
separates the earth and Marg it did 
not come sufficiently close to the 
earth to be picked up by the great re- 
ceiving station which Dr. Millener has 
established on the vehi of the Platte 
River, 

For nine hours Dr. Millener and his 
assistant, L. H. Gamor,. ‘searched 
space for the signals which Mars. is 
thought to be sending earthward. 

The first half of the night the wire- 
less instruments were badly interfered 
with by static, Through the delicate 
receiving instruments came the crack- 
ing of lightning and other electric 
sounds to such an. extent that no sig- 
nals anywhere could be received. 

The receiver was gradually tuned, to 
its full length of wave. Starting at 
a short wave, its capacity was gradu- 
ally increased. As its radius was ex- 
tended the world’s wireless business 
was picked up. 

First a school station in Kansas was 
talking. Next Hawaii was picked up, 
sending to San Francisco. Then Ber-

Before Any Power 
Is Given Mandate 


Washington.— The council of the 
league of nations has refused to offer 
a mandate for Armenia to any power 
unless certain requested stipulations 

e¢ embodied by>the supreme council 

the Turkish settlement. Accord- 
ing to official information received 
here. The league council, in a note 
to the supreme council, has insisted 
that the boundaries of Armenia be 
fixed; that a free port, preferably Ba- 
tum, be accorded her; and that pro- 
tection’, for the defence of the new 
state be provided before the league 
council would be free to ask an inde- 
pendent power to assume mandatory 
powers over the country. 

The council of the league declares 
that no state should be asked to as- 
sume the burden of financing Armenia 
but suggests assumption Of joint fin- 
ancial responsibility by the powers. 
If the mandate should be offered to 
a small power, as has been suggested, 
it. was said, provision for an interna- 
tional military force should be made 
in order not to inflict an impossible 
burden upon a country incapable of 
bearing it. At the same time, such an 
international force, it was pointed out, 
would give to all the powers an intér- 
est in the Armenian nation. The ac- 
tion in the council of the league it 
was stated, was taken previous to the 
decision of the supreme council at San 
Remo to offer the Armenian mandate 
to the United States. 

In requesting President Wilson to 
fix the Armenian boundaries, the sup- 
reme council is believed by. officials 
to have shown a disposition to com- 
ply with the part of the league’s sug- 

@> gestion concerning Armenia. The di- 
rect proffer of a mandate contrary to 
the league’s advice is taken as indi- 
cating no so much a spirit of antag- 
‘onism to the league by the supreme 
council as a desire to fulfill a politi- 
cal obligation to the United States, 
which the league has felt incumbent 
upon it in the Turkish settlement.
